To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council 
I^idies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  for  1967,  the 
twenty  first  since  the  inception  of  the  scheme  of  Divisional  Health 
Administration  and  three  years  before  I took  up  the  position  of 
Medical.  Officer  of  Health. 

Under  the  Divisional  Health  Scheme  your  Medical  Officer  for  that 
year  was  also  Divisional.  Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Riding  County  Council's 
Local  Health  Services  and  with  the  recent  amalgamation  of  the  former 
Todmorden  and  Brighouse  Divisions  he  became  responsible  for  similar 
functions  in  the  other  seven  districts  of  the  enlarged  division  which 
included  all  the  Comty  area  served  by  the  Halifax  Hospitals. 

The  mid-year  population  according  to  the  Registrar  General's 
estimate  v/as  3560,  a slight  decrease  compared  with  the  figure  for  the 
previous  year  and  approximately  120  less  than  the  recorded  population  in 
the  1961  census.  The  total  number  of  births  and  birth  rate  for  the  year 
remained  very  much  the  same  as  in  I966  but  at  a figure  far  below  the  rale 
for  the  rest  of  the  country.  The  illegitimate  birth  rate  had  again 
increased  to  a level  of  nearly  11^  of  all  births.  One  infant  death 
occurred  during  the  year  and  there  was  a slight  rise  in  the  total  nimiber 
of  deaths  recorded,  sufficient  to  raise  the  death  rate  to  13 •5 
per  thousand  population  and  place  the  rate  for  the  district  above  that 
for  the  County  and  the  Country  as  a v^ole.  As  in  previous  years  most 
of  these  deaths  occiarred  as  a consequence  of  heart  and  circulatory 
disease  followed  by  deaths  from  malignant  conditions.  It  is  worth 
drawing  attention,  I feel,  to  the  fact  that  there  was  one  death  from  suicide 
in  1967  and  in  each  of  the  previous  tvra  years,  /i/hen  one  takes  into 
accoimt  that  the  total  number  of  deaths  in  a year  is  usually  less  than  50, 
as  a percentage  this  loss  of  life  must  be  regarded  as  sad  and  tragic. 

It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  as  far  as  infectious  diseases  were 
concerned  1967  was  quite  a healthy  year.  There  were  no  cases  of 
tuberculosis  notified  and  9 cases  of  measles  only. 

Sections  2.  and  3.  of  the  report  dead  in  detail  with  the  general 
provision  of  health  services  and  the  County  preventive  health  services. 

The  report  of  Mr.  Smith,  Public  Health  Inspector,  gives  full  coverage 
of  the  environmental  work  carried  out  during  the  year. 

Finally,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen,  on  behalf  of  the  department,  I 
would  like  to  express  thanks  to  you  and  the  members  of  the  staff  for 
the  kindness  and  courtesy  shown  throughout  the  year.

GEMAI.  PROVISION  OP  HEALTH  SERVICES 


A.  Hospitals 

There  is  no  hospital  in  Hepton  Rural  district.  Patients 
requiring  hospital  treatment  are  referred  as  a rule  to  hospitals 
under  the  administration  of  the  Halifax  Hospitals  Ivfenagement  Committee 
(National  Health  Service) « Included  in  this  group  are  the  Halifax 
General  Hospital,  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary,  St.  John's  Hospital  (for 
the  aged  and  clironic  sick),  Northov/ram  Hall  Hospital  for  Infectious 
Diseases,  Todmorden  Pielden  Hospital  (for  long  stay  medical  cases  in 
children)  and  Todmorden  Stansfield  View  Hospital  for  mentally  sub- 
normal patients. 

Ivlaternity  beds  are  available  at  the  Halifax  General  Hospital. 
Priority  in  booking  is  given  to  abnormal  cases,  mothers  expecting 
their  first  child,  and  mothers  with  unsatisfactory  home  conditions. 

Special  hospitals  (e.g.  Mental  Hospitals,  special  Orthopaedic 
Hospitals,  Tuberculosis  Sanatoria,  etc.)  outside  the  Halifax  airea  are 
available  viien  required;  they  are  situated  in  various  parts  of  the 
so-called  "Leeds  Hospital  Region'hyiiich  in  fact  extends  into  all  tiiree 
Ridings. 

B.  Ambulance  Service 

The  Coxmty  Council  took  over  the  control  of  the  ambulance 
service  tov/arrds  the  end  of  1947  • The  area  served  by  the  Todmorden 
Ambulance  Depot  no’#  includes  most  of  the  hepton  Rural  District, 
but  those  paxts  adjacent  to  Luddenden  are  served  by  Halifax  Corporation 
Ambulance  Service  under  an  agency  agreement, 

C.  Laboratory  Facilities 

These  are  provided  by  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service 
(directed  by  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  the  Ministry  of  Health) 
at  central  laboratories  in  ./akefield  and  Bradford  and  by  the 
Regional  Blood  Transfusion  bervice  at  Leeds. 

D.  Issue  of  Anti-Toxin  etc. 

Supplies  of  diphtheria  and  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  available 
at  the  Northowram  Hall  Ho^ital  and  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for 
issue  to  medical  practitioners  requiring  them.  By  arrangement  with 
the  Regional  hospital  Board  supplies  of  tetanus  anti-toxin  are  also 
kept  at  the  Divisional  Health  Office,  The  Medical  Centre,  Todmorden, 
for  the  use  of  medical  practitioners  in  the  division.  A supply  of 
reagents  for  diphtheria  and  whooping-cough  immunisation  is  also 
available  free  of  charge  to  private  practitioners  who  have  undertaken 
to  participate  in  the  'Vest  Riding  County  Council's  schemes  of  immunisati 
Poliorrye litis  vaccine  is  also  issued  in  accordance  with  approved 
arrangeinents .
